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During the course of revision of the 
family Elaeagnaceae the authors found an 
interesting specimen kept as E. umbellata 
Thunb. On critical studies it has been placed 
in E. kanaii Momiyama but it differs in 
having leaves appressed hairy on upper sur¬ 
face, fruit flat at the top, brownish spotted, 
scaly and pedicel i cm long. 

A key to differentiate E. kanaii Momi¬ 
yama var. typica and var. osmastonii var. 
nov. is given below :
